The American expedition at lloilo 
consists of a single detachment, rat- 
tery G, of the 6th Artillery, the 18th reg- 
ulars and the 5ist Iowa regiment.

Some Remarkable Facts Concerning 
Jews’ Long Lives. 

Probably few persons outside sta- 
tistical circles are aware of the fant 
that the Jews are considerably longer 
lived than any other civilized race. 
Of 100,600 Hebrews born on the same 
day there will be 50,684 males and 49,- 
816 females. At the end of the first 
year the 100,000 Jewish infants will 
have established in a most remarkable 
way their superiority in point of vi- 
tality, for only 8,091 will have died, as 
compared with 14,192 in the English 
experience and 16,706 Americans. 
Striking as this difference is it will ba 
found to be practically maintained 
throughout the later stages of life. At 
the end of five years only 13,844 Jew- 
ish children out of the 100,000 will 
have died, while out of a similar num- 
ber of English children 24,679 will 
have joined the great majority, and 
America will still keep her bad. pre 
eminence with 26,912 angels.

the suffering at such times is mild, 
while in the fall and winter it is little 
less than torture. A doctor who was 
consulted on the subject has this to 


due to cold feet. The blood repelled 


from the extremities goes to the lungs. 


and congests them. Asthma arises 
from the same cause, and brain and 
eye troubles can sometimes be traced 
to. habitually cold feet. I don’t say 
that women are wholly to blame for 
this a ffliction, because that is not true. 
The cause is often traced back to child- 
hood, when thin stockings and shoes 
too small for growing feet prevented 
a proper circulation of the blood. And 
some perhaps were garters which had 
to be tight to do their duty, and when 
they reached womanhood the mischief 
had been fully done. ‘They were then 
obliged to suffer on, if they knew 
énough, to mitigate their suffering by 
such sensible remedies as rubbing and 
warm bathing, with a proper regard 
for the covering of the feet. Wear 
woolen, cotton or silk stockings, ac- 
cording to your comfort. If the feet 
are prone to be dry as well as cold 
they should be soaked in hot water for 


tention upon the soles. ‘Nothing that 
ean keep the feet comfortable shou!d 
be considered a trouble, as, aside from 
the fact of their affecting the physical 
condition, their relation to the nerves 
must be considered. Trouble with 
the feet means a nerve-wearing strain. 
The following has sometimes proved a 
simple cure for cold feet: Stand erect 
and gradually lift yourself to the tips 
of the toes, coming to the natural po- 
sition in the same easy manner. Re- 
peat this exercise several times each 
day and the circulation of the blood 
must be improved. Diet has some- 
thing to do with the degree of improve- 
ment, and afflicted women are advised 
to shun much salted meat,pies and rich 
puddings.”

Cady 
said perhaps the ordinance went too 
far. The ordinance was then lost, only 
Ald. Koch, Vandawarker and Luick 
voting aye 

Ald. Cady then read for the third 
time an ordinance to prevent nuisances. 
Much laughter was occasioned by hear- 
ing at this moment the Salvation Army 
on the street, almost drowning the 
voice of the speaker. The ordinance 
provided that property owners should, 
once a week during the summer, scrape 
up the filth in the streets before their 
property and deposit it in piles to be 
removed. Also, that no wood be de- 
posited on paved streets.

A strange antipathy once preyaile!l 
to rescuing a drowning man, the idea 
saved would.

Sir Walter Scott, in the “Pirate,” tells 
how Bryce, the peddler, refused to 
help Mordannt to save the ship- 
wrecked saiior from drowning, and 
even remonstrated with him on the 
rashness of such a deed.

Said Mr. Schuh, in introducing the 
matter: “The jurymen are allowed by 
law $2 for every day and $1 for each 
half day or fraction of a half day. I 
have allowed them one day’s pay for 
night work and one day’s pay tu go 
home on. In this term there. were two 
holidays. It have not ‘paid them for 
these days. They think they ought to 
have it. There were 22 days in the 
term, but the extra time makes each 
juryman allowed about 25 days.” 

Juryman Slayton: “I was on the jury 
three years ago and got paid for holi- 
days.” 

Supervisor Millard: “I move that the 
entire panel be paid for the two holi- 
days.”’ Supervisor Boyle supported it. 

Supervisor Allmendinger: “I oppose 
tkis motion because I ds not believe in 
taking money from the public erib in 
this way. The jurymen did not work 
on Christmas and New Year’s, and I 
dio not see how they are entitled to pay 
for days upon which they did not serve. 
They were excused from duty for these 
days and allowed to go to their homes.” 

(And here is where trouble was near- 
ly precipitated.) 

Supervisor Van Sicke: 
pervisor Allmendinger 
member that he is living in a glass 
house. I think if he would look over 
our per diem bill he would change his 
mind about paying the jurymen.” 

Mr. Allmenidinger arose and looked 

as if he was ready to scrap it out on 
this line. Saïd he: “The gentleman can 
investigate that matter as much as he 
wants to. I want it understood that I 
have not drawn pay for any day that 
I have not been here.”

At any rate, the 
motion to pay the jurymen for the two 
holidays was lost. 

-Then Supervisor Case made a motion 
that the jury acting in the Webb will 
case, which was continued-over Christ- 
mas day, be allowéd for the one holi- 
day. Supervisor Van Sickle amended 
it by inserting that all the jurymen be 
compensated for Christmas day, and 
the motion as amended was carried. 

Now what did Supervisor. Van Sickle 
mean by his statement about the per 
diem bill? No one can imagine.

We tramped the first day 
through one foot of snow and one of 
mud a distance of 28 miles. When. we 
got tired we turned around and leaned 
on the wind. The second day we 
tramped through two feet of mud. At 
Skaguay we took the Cottage City and 
came home via Sitka, where we lay over 
18 hours. I shall make another trip 
north February 1. This time I shail go 
to Lake Atkin.. The reports coming 
from there are very encouraging. The 
gold from that country is very fine.

The White Pass & Yukon R. R. now 
completed nearly to the summit will be 
finished by spring, and tourists can 
make the trip very comfortabiy to 
Lake Bennett, where they can take the 
river steamers.

A strange antipathy once prevyaile!l 
to rescuing a drowning man, the idea 
saved would. 
sooner or later, do some soft of injury 
to the man who preserved his life 
Sir Walter Scott, in the “Pirate,” tells 
how Bryce, the peddler, refused to 
help Mordannt to save the ship- 
wrecked sailor from drowning, and 
even remonstrated with him on the 
rashness of such a deed. “Are you 
mad?” said the peddler, “you that 
have lived sae lang in Zetland, to risk 
the saving of a drowning man? Wot 
ye not if ye bring him to life again, 
he will be sure to do you some in-

jury?” This prejudice, which was 
deeply rooted among our- sea-going 
community in many parts of the 


country, existed not very long ago in 
Cornwall. It is found, too, among 
French sailors and the boatmen of the 
Danube, and is very widely credited 
in Russia. Mr, Barry, in his “Ivan at 
Home,” gives a striking instance of 
the Russian repugnance to saving life 


man walled into the water and dis- 
appeared. A number of spectators 


-stood by and gazed on the scene with 
: į the utmost indifference, but no one 


tried to rescue him. A court of in- 
quiry was held, but as on examination 
no cross was found on his neck, a ver- 
dict was quickly agreed upon by the 
villagers, who declared that the man 
was “drowned because he had no cross 
upon his neck.” The Bohemian fisher- 
man shrinks from snatching a drown- 
ing man from the waters, fearirg that 
the water demon would take away his 
luck in fishing, and drown him at the 
first opportunity. This is a lingering 
survival of the ancient significance. of 
this superstition, the explanation be- 
ing that the water spirit is naturally 
angry at being despoiled of its victim, 
and henceforth bears a special grudge 
against the unlucky person who has 
dared to frustrate him. Thus, when 
some one is drowned in Germany, the. 
“The river spirit 
claims his yearly sacrifice,’ or “The 
nix has taken him.” Out of Europe, 
also, the accidental drowning of a per- 
son is attributed to a similar seizure, 
and the Siamese dreads the Pauk, or 
water spirit, that seizes bathers and 
drags them under to his dwelling. The 
Sioux Indians have a similar fancy. 
and tell how men have been drowned 
by Unk-Tahe, the water monster. For 
the same reason, it appears, the 
Kamtchadals, far from helping, a man 
out of the water, would drown him by 
force. If rescued by any chance no 
one would receive him into his house’ 
or give him food. The Chinese reluc- 
tance to save a man from drowning 
arises from quite a different belief— 
it being supposed that the spirit of a 
person who has met his death in this 
way continues to flit along the surface 
of the water until it has caused by 
drowning the death of a fellow-creat- 
ure. A Chinaman, therefore, who at- 
tempts to rescue another from drown- 
ing is considered to incur the hatred 
of the uneasy spirit, which is desirous, 
even at the expense of a.man’s life, to 
escape from its wanderings.—Boston ` 
Globe.

RECENT INVENTIONS. 

Dishes can be quickly washed and 
rinsed by a new apparatus which has 
racks to hold the dishes in a revolving 
pan, which has a perforated bottom to 
drain the water into a pump cylinder, 
when it is forced to the top of the cov- 
ers and discharged against the dishes 
repeatedly. 

A Tennessee woman has patented a 
thread holder and cutter for spools, 
consisting of a clamping band to en- 
gage the end flange of the spool, pro- 


vided with a flat spring on itg outer 


face,with a cutting blade at one end, 


the end of the thread being held under 


the spring to prevent it from unwind- 
ing. 

A European inventor has designed a 
steam candy kettle which is hung on 
a pivoted shaft with a lever to rock ft 
back and forth, a coil of pipe being 
placed around the kettle and connected 
with a steam pipe by a universal joint. 
A covering of asbestos surrounds the 
steam pipes to force the heat in toward 
the kettle. 

Dirt can be eradicated and handled 
easily by a newly-patented machine, 
which is mounted on rails, an overhead 
track being provided on which a car- 
riage supports a series of pulleys, over 
which the ropes run. The buckets are 
hoisted up to the carriage and locked, 
when the carriage is drawn over the 
track to any desired point of dumping. 

Bicycle riding can be learned alone 
without the danger of falling by using 
a new English trainer, which has a 
pair of rollers set in a frame to sup- 
port the bicycle wheels and revolve as 
the pedals are turned, a pair of rods 
preventing the wheel from overturn- 
ing and yet leaving enough play to 
enable the rider to balance himself as 
he learns. 

The free edges of newspapers are 
sealed, to prevent resale or reading 
without buying, by a new machine 
which has a paste receptacle, which 
feeds onto a roller mounted on levers 
in such @ manner that it is brought in 
contact with one edge of a partially 
folded paper, after which the last fold 
is made and the edges are pressed to- 
gether. a 

Carpets can be cleaned without re 
moving them from the floor by a new 
machine which has metal strips set 
inside a casing to beat the carpet as 
the cleaner runs over the floor, a fan 
being mounted in the top of the casing 


to draw the dust into a water com- 


partment which has an, air passage 
covered by a moistened screen tq re- 
tain the dust particles. 


WHAT THE LAW DECIDES. 

An ordinance making it unlawful to 
sell fresh pork or sausage made there- 
from between June 1 and Oct. is held, 
in Helena vs. Dwyer (Ark.) 39 L. R. A. 
266, to be unreasonable and void be- 
cause it violates the inalienable right 
of men to procure food, since such food 
when sound and free from disease is 
useful and nutritious. 

A by-law of a live stock exchange 
limiting the number of solicitors that 
any member shall employ, with a pro- 
vision for its enforcement by fine, sus- 
pension or expulsion from membership 
is held, in People, McIlhany vs. Chi- 
cago live stock exchange (111.)39 L.R.A. 
878, to be an unlawful restriction on the 
freedom of trade and business. 

A contract with a ticket broker, en- 
abling him to sell tickets at less than 
the schedule rates, is held, in Raleigh 
& G. R. company vs. Swanson (Ga.) 89 
L. R. A. 275, to be in violation of the 
act of congress to regulate commerce, 
when the tickets are for interstate 
transportation, and the contract is 
therefore unenforceable and void. 

A contract between cosureties fixing 
the proportion and extent of their sev- 
eral or correlative liability between 
themselves is held in Rose vs. Wollen- 
berg (Ore.) L. R. A. 378 to be outside 
the statute of frauds. With this case 
is a note presenting the other author- 
ities on the effect of the statute of 
frauds upon such contracts between 
cosureties. 

The right of a city to make its bonds 
payable in gold coin only is sustained 
in Murphy vs. San Luis Obispo (Cal.) 
29 L. R. A. 444, under a statute author- 
izing them to be made “payable in gold 
coin or lawful money,” as the statute 
is necessarily construed, taking all its 
provisions together, as giving the city 
the option to make them payable in 
alone or in lawful money.

WHAT THE LAW DECIDES.

An ordinance making it unlawful to | 


sell fresh pork or sausage made there- 
from between June 1 and Oct. is held, 
in Helena vs. Dwyer (Ark.) 39 L. R. A. 
266, to be unreasonable and void be- 
cause it violates the inalienable right 
of men to procure food, since such food 
when sound and free from disease is 
useful and nutritious. 

A by-law of a live stock exchange 
limiting the number of solicitors that 
any member shall employ, with a pro- 
vision for its enforcement by fine, sus- 
pension or expulsion from membership 
is held, in People, McIlhany vs. Chi- 
cago live stock exchange (111.)39 L.R.A. 
373, to be an unlawful restriction on the 
freedom of trade and business. 

A contract with a ticket broker, en- 
abling him to sell tickets at less than 
the schedule rates, is held, in Raleigh 
& G. R. company vs. Swanson (Ga.) 89 
L. R. A. 275, to be in violation of the 
act of congress to regulate commerce, 
when the tickets are for interstate 
transportation, and the contract is 
therefore unenforceable and void. 

A contract between eosureties fixing 
the proportion and extent of their sev- 
eral or correlative liability between 
themselves is held in Rose vs. Wollen- 
berg (Ore.) L. R. A. 378 to be outside 
the statute of frauds. With this case 
is a note presenting the other author- 
ities on the effect of the statute of 
frauds upon such contracts between 
cosureties. 

The right of a city to make its bonds 
payable in gold coin only is sustained 
in Murphy vs. San Luis Obispo (Cal.) 
39 L. R. A. 444, under a statute author- 
izing them to be made “payable in gold 
coin or lawful money,” as the statute 
is necessarily construed, taking all its 
provisions together, as giving the city 
the option to make them payable in 
alone or in lawful money.

That older or staler vegetables are 
improved by a cream or drawn-butter 
sauce—the basis for the latter the re- 
duced liquor left when the cooking is 
finished.—Ella Morris Kretschmar in 
the Woman’s Home Companion.
